aupporting this effort for e tated 


that in the beginning we hed slilowed this contrzet to 
go ahead without funding or definition dDecause it 

seened thet its placement would be s natural consequence 
of a resolution of many issues affecting the CORONA 
program. I pointed out that this resolutios had been 
extrsordinsrily slow in coming and that there may even 
be basis for believing thet soac of those iavelved vere

mot asxious to have such a clarification. I stated 
quite frankly that the CIA preposal for reseolutien of 
the CORONA payload problem imagined a continuing of 
vital services provided to CIA by Lockheed and that 
their contract would be adeinistered and by 
the Central Intelligence Agency. I made it plain that 
this solution hed net been accepted by the Air Force 
and I was not sure whether it ever would he. 


4. I made clear that we were svare of their 
dilesma of having no contract ng 
pressured to sign a contract wi 
the same service. I stated that ner arter and 
I had sagrecd that we would pregeat Lockheed with a CIA 
contract which would be retroactive and would cover the 











services now being previded. I said that they might 
feel eca Zectsace te cheese between a coutract 
offered our ewan, but at least vanted to 
provids then the eauurance ef cur geed will to 


cover their present investuent and continues their 
services on cur behelf. Ye then made a call te 

John McMahon to see what the status of this coutract 
was and aacertained that Lockheed contract people 

were then coming in contact with our own oa this iasue. 


The Lockheed people inquired what role 

would play in their affaires if the CIA 

were sccepted. I offered my epinion that

I | 

said thet if we were to continue our responsibilities 

that we would be isclined to contiave to rely on the 

techaical support provided by Lockheed and sev very 

little use in duplicating this.
